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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment and election of claims 1-19 and 26-44 of 10/25/05 is acceptable. 
Restricted Claims 20-25 and 45-50 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 9 and 26-44 are allowable. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per Claim 1 . 

The prior art of record, specifically Garback (5,237,499) in view of Acebo et al 
(6,023,679) or Takehara (JP 200135710) or "Group Travel Planning" do not disclose or 
fairly teach: 

receiving an indication regarding a relative weight between price and schedule 
for at least some of the outbound and inbound itineraries; 

identifying at least one outbound and inbound itinerary between the destination 
location and each origin location from the travel database based upon the travel 
information; 

labeling the identified itineraries such that each of the identified outbound and 
inbound itineraries is associated with at least a price and schedule; and determining a 
suggested outbound and inbound itinerary from the labeled itineraries between the 
destination location and each original location based upon the indication of the relative 
weight. 

As per Claim 26. 

The prior art of record, specifically Garback (5,237,499) in view of Acebo et al 
(6,023,679) or Takehara (JP 200135710) or "Group Travel Planning" do not disclose or 
fairly teach: 

a client element for receiving an indication regarding a relative weight between 
price and schedule for.at least some of the outbound and inbound itineraries; 

a processing element for identifying at least one outbound and inbound itinerary 
between the destination location and each origin location from the travel database 
based upon the travel information; 

a processing element for labeling the identified itineraries such that each of the 
identified outbound and inbound itineraries is associated with at least a price and 
schedule; and determining a suggested outbound and inbound itinerary from the labeled 
itineraries between the destination location and each original location based upon the 
indication of the relative weight. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
